PLAN SHOWS FOR PUBLIC! 


Dear Editors: 

In a recent humane society report, | 
noted that a very worth while or- 
ganization “handled” 455 more cats than 
dogs and placed in homes 453 more dogs 
than cats . . . the emphasis is definitely 
on dogs. Not for the world would | 
minimize the efforts in behalf of the 
canines. But—is it not apparent that we, 
the so-called fanciers or cat lovers are 
somewhat remiss and more than a little 
guilty that this situation exists. 


This is positively no criticism of the 
particular Rescue League. The same 
situation exists elsewhere. 


It seems to me it would be so easy for 
the cat fanciers to turn the tide and 
obtain more recognition for cats—more 
appreciation of cats—if we were not so 
self-centered and selfish. Of course we 
love our own cats best. That is quite 
natural. But I am very conscious of the 
“public be damned” attitude that exists. 
This is also extended to the “novice cat- 
lover be damned” as well. 


Articles in January and February Cats 
Magazine prove my points—the January 
letter by Dr. R. D. MacNitt, titled “For 
Pet Owners” and the most commend- 
able “Quotes from the Shows” by our 
beloved Billie Bancroft in February. 

Let us deal with the “Quotes” first :— 
“poor lighting”, “aisles too crowded”, 
“lack of space”, “no room to watch 
judging”, “cages could have been larger”, 
“not enough space to move around and 
see the cats due to exhibitors sitting by 
the threes and fours in the aisles ob- 
structing passage and views of the cats” 
—and on and on. Seems a shame to just 
take comments on the Atlantic—I have 
really enjoyed the New York City Shows 
in the past and was sorry to miss this 
one. Our own Dbl. Ch. Pentagon Rusty 
(deceased) made his double champion- 
ship at an Atlantic Show. The above 
criticism is true of too many shows. 
Why? Because the breeders are inter- 
ested in only one thing and that is wins 
for their own cats. That is the primary 
reason for going to a cat show. Some- 
times that is the primary reason for 
putting on a show. 


As breeders, we want to sell our stock. 
Yet, we destroy the very medium that 
would create a market, increase the price 
and create a demand. Along with this, 
we completely fail in what could be ac- 
complished in animal welfare. 


A cat show, no matter how you look 
at it, is a beauty show, pure and simple. 
We are not subject to tests as to which 
cat can catch a mouse in the fastest time ; 
climb higher in a tree; or which Tom 
can lick the daylights out of another 
Tom. So I say we really have the edge 
on the dog shows if we would just wake 
up to the fact. 


As a cat breeder with thirty-six pedi- 
greed cats I do feel entitled to an opin- 
ion, but know I shall be put down as a 
“non-conformist”, “rebel” and “malcon- 
tent” for daring to suggest progress. 

I would like to add that the article by 
Irene Castle Enzinger (God love her— 
she and her husband Vernon Castle are 
among my fondest childhood memories 
and ker Orphans of the Storm is a pre- 
cious thing), well, the article made me 
sick. When we, the cat-lovers, educate 
the public, cats will be sought after, ap- 
preciated and cared for.

No cat lover is surprised to learn that 
the cat was considered sacred by the an- 
cient Egyptians. Many cats have sur- 
vived this period making their appear- 
ances on bowls and bott'es, in sculpture 
and paintings, and as figures worn as 
charms to bring love ard good luck. 
The photographs of exhibits in The 
Brooklyn Museum show a fine piece of 
sculpture measuring about two feet high 
which is carved from a single block of 
wood, and the coffin which, since the 
Egyptians raised the cat to such an 
exalted position, they provided it with 
upon death, expecting it to share in their 
after world. 

In Egypt the cat was a god, but later 
iit human history descending into dark 
ness, it was classified in Satan’s ranks 

It is not certain how the cat became 
a devil, but the knowledge that man’s 
early gods represented good and evil 
can be used as a starting point. The 
cat was good because it made an ex- 
cellent pet and mousetrap. It was ad- 
mired for its beauty. The cat may have 
begun to lose its reputation because it 
was thought to be uncanny. Man, not 
being adapted to the dark and afraid 
ot it, slept during the night, when the 
cat preferred to be most active. Because 
she could see and walk at night, the cat 
was thought to be driven by supernatural 
force, perhaps an evil spirit. Another 
factor that may have been recognized 
by early cat keepers is the strange be- 
havior of their pets’ eyes. The cat stares 
into a human’s eyes so intently that 
one becomes aware of being “seen 
through” and develops a sense of un- 
easiness. And the contraction and ex- 
pansion of the cat’s pupils in varying 
degrees of light is unique in pattern 
and is more easily noticed than in any 
other animal. 

Without doubt, the slinky, silent move- 
ments of the cat furthered its mystical 
qualities. A cat’s behavior is at times 
odd. It will tiptoe across the floor, paw 
at an invisible object, stop and listen, 
and then dash madly at a bit of nothing. 
Man could best explain these movements 
by the cat’s being spoken to by a haunt- 
ing spirit or, perhaps, by the devil him- 
self 

The cat's sense of hearing is far 
more acute than the human’s, enabling 
it to detect sounds beyond the human 
range, and every hair on the cat’s body

is sensitive, causing it to have a most 
delicate sense of touch, with the result 
that aided by these two factors, cats 
frequently react to stimuli not noticed 
by the human. Thus, from their obser- 
vations, early people who knew nothing 
of the physical and psychological aspects 
of the cat were certain that these cha- 
racteristics were present only because of 
its connection with the supernatural. So 
was the cat deemed enchanted and in 
company with ghosts. 

When obsession by the devil was 
once projected into the cat, it was a 
difficult trait to remove. The cat be- 
came the witch’s friend. A witch with- 
out a broom and cat would not be a 
witch. Witches reveled at midnight, 
cats prowled at dark, and the two be- 
came friends. A witness at a witchcraft 
trial would often testify that he had 
seen the devil in the form of a cat. So 
during the witchcraft persecution not 
only innocent women perished _ but 
thousands of cats, as well. 


Only twenty years 
ago in Pennsylvania 
people sacrificed cats 
by killing them in 
boiling water to ap- 
pease Satan. A bone 
from the cat was then 
worn as protection 
against evil. It is 
still wrongly believed 
in some sections that 
cats--especially black 
ones--will kill a sleep- 
ing child by sucking 
out its breath. And of 





course, black cats still remain as an 
emblem of Hallowe’en. 

There are countless tales in literature 
of the cat’s evil. In Sternberg’s “Le- 
gends of Northamptonshire,” a woods- 
man cut off a cat’s paw after it had 
stolen his lunch several times. When he 
returned home, his wife had lost her 
hand. This of course was attributed 
to the work of a witch. A similar story 
tells of a man pursuing a huge cat which 
had been attacking his lambs. Although 
he failed to capture it, he did wound it 
in the head. The appearance next day of 
a neighbor with her head bandaged 
proved conclusively, not only that she 
was a witch, but that she herself had 
been injured while in the form of a 
cat. In Aesop’s Fables there is a story 
ot a young man’s betrothed who had 
been created by Venus out of a cat. On 
their wedding night the bride could not 
resist turning back to a cat to chase 
some mice, which had run into their 
bedroom. 

Throughout the world there are super- 
stitions and customs based on the one- 
time evil reputation of the cat. Puss 
has also enjoyed favor as a weather 
forecaster, and even in some countries 
as a good luck omen, but most important 
to cat lovers (who have existed in all 
ages and all over the world) is the fact 
that today more than ever the cat is 
appreciated for her real qualities and the 
fables and fears of the past now form 
only an intriguing backdrop for the 
genuine pleasures associated with our 
own Twentieth-Century version of this 
mysterious symbol of the ages.

KITTENHOOD 


The period of kittenhood is the most 
critical time in the life of a cat, yet so 
often people who raise young stock neg- 
lect the most essential things in raising 
kittens. Over a span of years we have 
gained many helpful ideas which I 
should like to give your readers that may 
help prevent some of the tragic mistakes 
one can make in the care of these small 
animals. When 
cats knew 


we first began raising 
little about proper 
feeding, medicines or other procedures, 
yet were very eager to learn. I have al- 
ways felt that the only way to succeed 
in any business is to learn as much as 


we very 


possible about it. To do successful farm- 
ing one should either take an Agricultu- 
ral Course or serve an apprenticeship 
under an expert farmer, or both. In 
raising dogs one should study books on 
the breed and learn everything there is to 
know about them. When it came to cats 
we looked for books on their care and I 
am sorry to say that at that particular 
time there were few on the market and 
the information we wanted was pitifully 
lacking. Most of them we found con- 
cerned themselves with alleged cruelty 
to animals by experimental laboratories 
and appeals to people to be kind to cats. 
This was a far cry fom what we wanted 
to know about feeding, training, breed- 
ing for color, etc. The only book at 
that time which came close to stating the 
things I wanted to know was an English 
book written by Dr. Kirk. He was a 
Veterinarian and wrote intelligently and 
well about the care of cats. The book, 
however, was only understandable to 
Physicians or Veterinarians as it was 
very technical and the medicines listed 
were mostly available only in England. 
At that time I was in a frenzied state 
because I was faced with a tragic pic- 
ture in our experience with our first 
litter of Siamese kittens. In order that 
you may have a better understanding of 
our problem, please allow me to start 
with the purchase of our first Siamese 
cat. We were very proud of this female 
and had tried to buy the best we could 
find. She was beautiful and a very sweet 
cat although rather shy for a Siamese. 
When she old enough to be bred 
(Siamese cats, particularly, should be at 
least 10 months old before being bred the 
first time) we took her to Los Angeles 
where we had found a very fine im- 
ported English stud male. The resultant 
litter of kittens was a fine sturdy lot. 
We had been told that all we needed to 
feed the mother cat lean beef or 
liver and that was exactly what we fed 
her twice daily. (She finally became a 
‘spoiled baby’ and would eat only liver. 
I imagine many people who have only 
one cat will know how it can wear the 
owner down until the the 
and is fed only food the cat desires -- 
this can actually result in killing your 
pet with kindness.)

mother cat and we tried to find some 
information as to what to feed the 
kittens when they were ready to be 
weaned but were unsuccessful. When 


the kittens were about 8 weeks old, first 
one and then another began to show 
weakness in one of their front legs or a 
hind leg. Their little bodies were tender 
and they couldn’t bear to be picked up. 
If they were up on a chair and jumped 
t» the floor they suffered severe pain 
and would sit crouched and crying piti- 
fully. Within a few days these kits were 
so weak that they were almost paralyzed 
in their legs and had to drag themselves 
over the floor to eat. 

We consulted a Veterinarian about 
our problem and he suggested a greater 
variety of food for the kittens and we 
tried that but there was little change in 
their condition. At about this time [| 
received a circular in the mail from the 
Parke-Davis Drug Co. telling of some 
experimental work that had been done 
on rats and of their response to feeding 
diets which were deficient in Vitamin Br. 
Within a few weeks of this deficient 
feeding the rats showed the same weak- 
ness in the legs and the tenderness of 
the body that we found in our kittens! 
When foods rich in Vitamin Br were 
fed to the rats they very quickly re- 
covered and were soon perfectly well. 

Acting in accord with the recommen- 
dation in the article I obtained some 
Brewers Yeast tablets and gave a tablet 
to one of our kittens. At first I tried 
making the baby swallow it, but the 
tablet was large and he almost choked. 
He cried as I sqveezed his tiny body 
even a little bit in my awkward efforts 
to get the tablet down his throat. It fell 
to the floor and another kitten smelled 
of it and immediately grabbing it with his 


sharp little teeth quickly chewed and 
swallowed the tablet. We then gave a 
tablet to each kitten and all ate the 
yeast eagerly. They seemed to say to 
me, “Now, Brother, you are giving us 
something we need. Why didn’t you 
think of this stuff before?” We gave 


each kitten two yeast tablets three times 
a day at first. In two days the kits 


were climbing curtains. Their soreness 
was gone. They were well! 
This talk about Brewers Yeast may 


sound like “old hat” to many of our 
readers, but remember it was 18 years 
ago that we did this experimental feeding 
and were the first ones to advise the use 
of yeast in feeding of cats and kittens. 
Brewers Yeast was only the beginning 
and soon we fed kittens (and Mother 
Cat, too, who had been ‘starved’ into 
eating other foods besides liver) other 
vitamins just like I prescribed for hu- 
man baby patients. Our future litters of 
kittens received all the added vitamins 
on their food from the very first solid 
meal and I suppose thought that all meat 
should taste like it was well 
with Vitamins!

DANGER -- ANGRY STUD CAT! 


Everybody knows what happens when 
two “alley Toms” meet on the back 
fence . their caterwauling announces 
a fight for supremacy which will leave 
them battered. Why do they do it? Why 
do two stags battle interlocking their 
antlers? Why does the bull walrus have 
to defeat all the other males? Because 
they are instinctively following a law of 
nature which is based on survival of the 
fittest, that the strongest shall propagate. 

Our domesticated animals still have 
the same instincts as feral beasts, despite 
our control or interference with mating. 


The smell of another male’s spray is 
challenge to combat as well as a 
statement, “This is my territory. Be- 
ware.” 

This sexual excitement during the 
mating season causes the animals to be 


highly nervous, easily frightened or an- 
gered. The-owner of a gentle female cat 
would not believe her to be the same 
animal, were he to witness her behavior 
guest for stud service. Often, im- 
mediately after mating, she is a hissing, 
snarling, biting, wildcat, whose aim seems 
to be to tear at the eyes of the male. He 
should have a high box or shelf upon 
which he can jump out of her reach. The 
owner or handler shold wear heavy, long 
lineman’s gloves, but should never touch 


as a 


a cat when the hair stands out, or the 
back is arched. 

At shows there is difficulty in hand- 
ling only the fully developed mature 
cats. Despite the swabbing of cages with 
alcohol and the wiping of judges’ and 
stewards’ hands with it, cats can still 


smell other cats. Shows are held at the 
height of the mating season. One has to 
admire the courage of judges, who never 
know what the stud cats will do; and 
bites or scratches happen with no warn- 
ing and with lightning rapidity. A judge 
hardly recovered from a_ session with 
blood poisoning from scratches and bites 
received at show, was bitten again 
at another show this season. In our 
opinion judges and stewards should be 
allowed to wear the protective, heavy 
linesman’s gloves reaching to the elbow 
when handling stud cats. 


one 


A cat’s behavior at mating time is not 
vicious, just a normal, healthy, invol- 
untary reaction, comparable to your own 
unthinking speed in withdrawing your 
hand from a hot stove. An animal would 
be of no use for stud service if he could 
not control the female. 

We have heard strange remarks by 
breeders, who may never have owned a 
stud cat, or who fail to understand him. 

When a fine virile specimen of Seal 
Point Siamese became difficult for judge 
and steward to handle, a Persian breeder, 
who at that time had never owned a stud, 
and who since may have 
screamed, “Those Siamese, I hate them! 
I wouldn’t have one. He wouldn’t do 
that to me!” 3ut one noted judge is 
reported to have commented that the 
most dangerous male that he had ever 


learned better.

encountered was a Blue Persian. 
Another breeder, who had never had 
trouble when his cattery consisted of one 
stud and several females, but who had 
added two more young studs, which ac- 
tion resulted in his being bitten, failed to 
analyze the nature of the trouble, remark- 
ing, “I won't have a cat that bites. I had 
him put to sleep.” Ask the owner of a 
stallion, or any uncastrated animal, what 
to expect of mature behavior, and you 
will probably be told that he should be 


spirited, of a fiery disposition, ardent, 
violent in action, impetuous. 
Another breeder had an unpleasant, 


though enlightening experience. She was 
exercising her one and a half year old 
stud on a leash outdoors on the grounds 
of her property for the first time at the 
close of winter. It was a mild March 
day. The cat had spent some time smell- 
ing around the bushes, when his owne: 
decided to tie him while she went into 


the house for a stool and a magazine. 
When she came out his hair stood out, 
his back was arched, and he gave a 
caterwaul. As he had always been of 


an affectionate nature, and, had never 
been used for stud service, she unthinking- 
ly or ignorantly, stooped to pick him up. 
Then so fast, the movement surprised her 
as well as the cat, he bit deep into her 
right hand, his claws making scratches 
six inches long down the wrist, then he 
released her hand, immediately biting 
and scratching the ankle of the left leg, 
which was bare, due to wearing bobby 
SOx. 

She picked up a broken piece of for- 
sythia branch, remembering how he 
liked to play with it last summer, and 
switched it zig-zag over the lawn. It 
worked! He ran after it like a kitten. 
She led him to the door, carried him by 
the scruff of the neck, deposited him in 
his cage. Then she noticed the trail of 
blood. She soaked hand and leg in cool 
water, but it was a half hour before the 
bleeding stopped, and two weeks before 
the wounds healed. 

What was the explanation of the cat's 
behavior? A gray chuckle-headed “roun- 
der” Tom had been seen under those 
bushes at different times the week be- 
fore, undoubtedly had sprayed upon 
them. Also, the grounds were not fenced 
in, so that neighbor’s dogs had worn a 
path not far from the place where the 
cat had been tied. Perhaps a dog had 
rushed at him while she was in the house. 
The cat was in a blind rage, ready to 
attack anything, even an inanimate ob- 
ject such as a stick, should it come with- 
in his reach.

Ever since losing a baby tooth, my kitten has had periods 
of halitosis. Otherwise he seems well, but I’m wondering if 


this could have caused any internal trouble. 
—Mrs. M. W., Crum Creek, N. Y. 
hen kittens teethe, halitosis is not uncommon because 
food particles become impacted in the tiny open sockets. 


This can be corrected by rinsing the mouth with a dilute solu- 
tion of Hydrogen Peroxide and water, (one-quarter Peroxide 
and three-quarters water). ln addition, swabbing out the mouth 
with chlorophyl toothpaste on a cotton tipped applicator will 
be helpful.

Diet is of utmost importance in maintaining a healthy 
skin and fur coat. Grooming is also extremely tmportant. As 
your cat weighs twelve pounds, it ts evident he is adequately 
nourished quantatively, but the diet may still be lacking in 
vitamins, minerals and fats. Fresh raw meat is an ideal food 
fer a cat, but it should contain the accompanying fat. Don't 
coax your cat to continuously eat. Feed him two times daily, 
then when he has caten what he wants, remove the dish until 
the neat feeding. Cod liver cil is an excellent source of 
litamin A and fat, and it tenes up the skin and coat. A tea- 
poonful daily is ample.
